HALMRAST was elected at 
the 1945 by-election necessitated by 
the resignation of Solon E. Low, 
minister without portfolio, upon the 
latter's election to the House of 
Commons where he is now House 
and national Social Credit leader. 

His home is at Lucky Strike, in 
which community he farms sheep, 
an industry in which he is a leading 
figure in Western Canada. He is a 
trustee on the board on the Fore- 
most school district, and vice-presi- 
dent of the Alberta school trustees’ 
association.

Contact Made 
With Moon 
By Radar 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.—(AP) 
—The United States war depart- 
ment announced last night that 
Army Signal Corps scientists had 
made radar contact with the 
moon in an experiment which 
promises “valuable peacetime as 
well as wartime applications.” 

THE TESTS WERE carried out 
at the Evans Signal Laboratory, 
Belmar, NJ. The first contact 
with the moon was made Jan. 10, 
and has been successfully repeat- 
ed several times. 

Using especiall y- designed 
equipment, pulses of extremely 
high frequency energy were shot 
into space at the speed of :ight 
186,000 miles a second—and the 
echoes detected some 2% seconds 
later, The moon is about 238,857 
miles distant, on the average, as 
both it and the earth move around 
the sun, 

“The Signal Corps experiments 
have valuable peacetime as well 
as wartime applications, although 
it is impossible at this stage to 
predict with certainty what these 
will be,” the war department said. 

ONE OF THE POSSIBILITIES 
is the radio control of long-range 
jet or rocket-propelled missiles, 
circling the earth above the 
stratosphere. The German V-2 
missiles were believed to have 
reached an altitude of 60 miles. 

LOS ANGELES, Jan. 25.—(AP) 
—W. E. Osborne, former Aus- 
tralian army major, told news- 
papermen last night that Aus- 
tralian scientists made radar con- 
tact with the moon four years 
ago.

Party Not Back 
Await Findings 
At Crash Scene 
Of RCAF Plane 


COLEMAN, Alta., Jan. 25—(CP) 
—Findings of a 12-man _ party 
which left here yesterday for the 
scene of a wrecked RCAF Dakota 
transport plane found Wednesday 
night at the foot of Mount Ptolemy, 
10 miles southwest of here, were 
eagerly awaited. 

THE PARTY, CONSISTING of 
soldiers, airmen, rangers of the Al 
berta forest service and Royal Can- 
adian Mounted Police was expect- 
ed to reach the charred ruins about 
noon. They had to travel more 
than 10 miles by snowshoe over. 
snowbanks as high as 30 feet. It 
had been expected that they would 
return late yesterday, but forestry 
officials said last night the party 
was not expected back until late 
today. 

The aircraft, carrying a crew of 
seven, was en route from Vancou- 
ver to Lethbridge, Alta. when it| 
disappeared. It was last heard from | 
early Saturday passing over the | 
Cranbrook, B.C. radio range. 

FIRST REPORTS said bodies of 
three airmen were charred beyond 
recognition in the plane. Western 
Air Command at Vancouver said 
they had received only meagre in- 
formation of the finding and ex- 
pressed doubt that there would be 
any survivors. 

WAC said the ground party en 
route to the scene had walkie-talkie 
equipment and that they might 
receive a report on the crash at any 
time,

LONDON, Jan. 25.—(AP) 
—The United Nations Secur- 
ity Council agreed today to 
discuss the tense military- 
political situations in Iran, 
Greéce and Indonesia at its 
next meeting. 

THE COUNCIL thus disregarded 
a request from Soviet Russia that 
it decline to take up the dispute 
over Iran. 

The next meeting will be held 
Monday. 

The action came on the motion 
of Edward R, Stettinius, Jr., head 
of the United States delegation, 
after Foreign Secretary Bevin of 
Britain had declared he was “so 
tired of these charges by the Soviet 
Union in private” (against Britain) 
that he was anxious for a full dis- 
cussion at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. 

THE 11-POWER council, proceed- 
ing to put the new world peace 
organization in working order, took 
steps to get its military staff com- 
mittee functioning. The council or- 
dered military representatives of 
the principal powers to hold their 
first meeting here by Feb. 1 when 
work will be started on the special 
agreements by which member 
countries are to pledge land, sea 
and air forces to enforce securit> 
council orders when necessary.

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An Admirable Job 


Six weeks ago, the Department of Vet- 
erans’ Affairs launched a campaign 
throughout Canada to induce householders 
to take into their homes returned veterans 
who could not otherwise find accommoda- 
tion for themselves and their families. 

So that householders thus making a 
special effort to help ex-servicemen would 
not be embarrassed by the emergency laws 
governing the termination of tenancies, the 
rule was lifted, in these special cases, 50 
that these tenancies could be ended within 
a reasonable period. 

The campaign in Edmonton was in the 
hands of the local branch of the depart- 
ment, of the Canadian Legion, and of the 
Citizens’ Rehabilitation Council. 

It was conducted with such efficiency 
and persuasiveness that, up to the moment 
accommodation for 338 veterans and their 
families has been found in Edmonton 
homes. In the past week alone, 31 rooms 
have been offered. 

This does not mean that the situation 
is entirely relieved. The need is still real 
and acute. But it does mean that the cam- 
paign was extraordinarily successful and 
that congratulations are due to all those 
who had anything to do with it. 

Indeed, Edmonton’s record in this re- 
spect is something like a record for all Can- 
ada, Calgary has only secured 25 homes 
during the entire campaign. This is offer- 
ed, not as a reflection on Calgary (because 
the Calgary figures are typical of most 
Canadian cities), but as a special tribute to 
Edmonton. 

It is a tribute to the good sound hearts 
of Edmonton people, It is a tribute to the 
unflagging energy and resourcefulness of 
the Fehalilitation Council, of the Legion 
and of the Veterans’ Affairs Depairiment 
here. 

It has been an admirable job. 


Supplies Shut Off 


Wartime control over steel supplies in 
Canada has been re-established temporar- 
ily, because of the stoppage of proauc.ion 
in the United States. Canada depends, on 
U.S. mills for a heavy proportion of the 
metal needed in industrial operations and 
construction work. 

This will make it possible to distribute 
supplies according to the urgency of the 
needs—if and while the supplies last. A 
prolonged closing of the mills would send a 
creeping paralysis through Canadian in- 
dustry, and block undertakings for which 
large amounts of steel are required. 

ese reactions are already occurring 
in the United States, and unless production 
gets under way soon the effects there will 
be felt by a far greater number of people 
than in Canada. There is some assurance in 
this that means will be found to end the 
deadlock and get the mills going again 
without long delay. 

Meanwhile Canada is in the position of 
a customer whose supplier cannot send 
along more goods. The only thing to do is 
to make the best use of what reserves are 
on hand. Hence the reimposition of “ration- 
te through control machinery, as in war- 

ime.

Emergency Action 


The Government of the United States 
is to seize packing plants which have been 
closed by the strike. After the plants have 
been taken over the employees will be 
working for the Government—if they go 
back to work. On that point there seems to 
be uncertainty. 

__ What will happen if they do not go back 
will appear if the situation arises. There is 
no profit in speculating on the subject in 
advance, Government control, or govern- 
ment ownership, is in itseif no guarantee 
that a concern will operate. Government 
employees have in many times and places 
refused to obey orders, 

Seizure of the plants is not a policy to 
settle the dispute between the employees 
and owners. The aim is to get these very 
necessary processing establishments back 
into production, because of the harmful 
effects of the tie-up on the public. The hope 
is that a sense of public duty will induce 
the employees to go back to their jobs be- 
cause the Government asks them to. 

From the employees’ standpoint tem- 
porary Government control has the ad- 
vantage that they can draw pay while the 
negotiations for a settlement of the dis- 
pute are continued. For that reason it 
would seem likely that they will suspend 
the tie-up and return to work. 


A Job for Experts 


The commission on control of atomic 
energy is to function on the lines laid down 
in the Moscow resolution, which merely 
repeated the proposals of the Washington 
conference, Its duty is to bring about ar- 
rangements which will prevent the making 
of atomic weapons, but it is not to interfere 
with the application of this energy to in- 
dustrial or other peaceful purposes. 

Most people were surprised when the 


ee 


war came about to find how many peace- 
time products were also munitions, and 
how many establishments which had been . 
created to meet civilian needs could with 
trifling delay be turned into war factories. 
Experts had long said that it was almost 
impossible to draw a line between indus- 
trial concerns which could turn readily to 
the making of some kind or part of war 
equipment and those which had not this 
potential dual-purpose quality. 

The atomic commission, it is to be sur- 
mised, will encounter similar difficulty in 
deciding what uses of the new energy are 
permissible and which would in reality 
make it easy to start production of atomic 
weapons, From which it seems clear that 
the commission will have to have the ser- 
vices of a specially qualified staff of 
scientists. 

The layman who didn’t know that a cot- 
ton factory could almost overnight become 
an explosive factory would be as badly at 
sea in trying to decide where and how 
atomic energy could be used without bring- 
ing a potential munitions plant into ex- 
istence.

If it is permissible to set- 
tle political issues by a labor hold- 
up of vital public services, Ameri- 
can democracy is directly assaulted. 
Democracy based on political liber- 
ty has ended in most places al- 
ready, It has no eternal lease on 
life,

AMERICAN DEMOCRACY is not 
only government by the majority, 
with strict protection of the right

It is government by suffrage, 
and by the appeal to reason (or to 
interest) through discussion, de- 
liberation, and persuasion. 

The means are just as important

Long ago, more than 2,000 years 
before our time, whén Europe was 
a jungle and America lost be- 
hind the Atlantic mists, a group 
of people in the town of Athens 
discovered democracy. There were 
very few of them, they had no 
machinery, they were dressed in 
nightshirts and lived mostly on 
a heavy suet pudding — but they 
could think. No one since their 
time has ever thought any better, 
and their greatest thought was the 
supremacy of the ordinary man, 
Today, after more than 20 cen- 
turies, the western world is re- 
turning the gift which it received 
from ancient Greece, Represent- 
atives of the world’s great powers 
are in Athens helping the Greeks 
to organize a democratic election, 
to build a new democracy on the 
original site. It is something to 
ponder. ‘ 
The Greeks discovered democ- 
racy and for a time they made it 
work. But they fell into mistakes 
and their democracy died. Their 
idea was too strong to die, it was 
inherited by the Roman Republic, 
was.debased and obliterated there 
by the emerging Empire, guttered 
helplessly through the centuries 
of the Dark Ages but flared up 
again in the most unlikely place 
—in a little island in the North 
Sea, whence it was carried to Am- 
erica and, in our time, became the 
most powerful force the world has 
ever known, ‘

AS IT TAKES DEMOCRACY 
back to its original home, the west- 
ern world should mark well the er- 
rors which destroyed it there, 
which can destroy it here in our 
time. 

The democracy of Athens put 
abstract theory ahead of practical

ATHENS WAS A city stale. It 
conceived its wonderful civilization 
as its own’ exclusive property, 
which it was unwilling to share. 
Having discovered the secrets of 
politics and of culture which could 
civilize the known world, it was 
unwilling or unable to organize 
them, except within its own city 
walls, It formed the Delian League, 
a loose military alliance other 
city states, but the task of creating 


an organic structure, a general gov: | 


ernment to protect its civilization 
was beyond its powers. Athens and 
the other city states fell into war 
and lay prostrate before the Mace- 
donian armies of Alexander. 

The world has come a long way 
since the Peloponnesian Wars but 
their meaning is as clear now, and 
as dangerous, as it was then. The 
Greeks and their democracy perish- 
ed because they failed to see that 
the world of the early Mediterran- 
ean was one world, that no one 
could be sure of peace or security 
within it unless it was all at peace. 
Without this integration, even 
proud Athens, with its armies, its 
navies, its unequalled science and 
art and the genius of its statesmen, 
could not long endure. 

That problem, which it failed to 
solve, is precisely the problem 


which the heirs of Athens face |O 


today as they return there, bring- 
ing democracy back with them 
Civilization now extends far past the 
narrow boundaries of the Aegean 
and the Mediterranean but if it 
fails as the Athenians failed, if it 


cannot build a political structure | 


wider than the nation state, it will 
collapse more quickly and com- 
pletely than the city states of 
Greece, for it has invented wea- 
pons of destruction beyond the 
Greeks’ imagination. We shall only 
succeed in controlling them and 
saving our civilization if, in re- 
turning democracy to Greece, we 


United Nations Organization Taking Shape— 
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Today in Europe 


Delegates Have No Illusions of Eternal Peace and a Golden 
Age. Convinced Only Hope of Preventing War Lies 
in Solid, Practical Arrangements 
By Randolph Churchill 


LONDON—The United Nationsy 


Organization is gradually taking 
shape here in London in weather 
which is sometimes foggy, some- 
times rainy, always cold. What a 
contrast to the glittering sunlight 
which always shone on the League 
of Nations in Geneva! The differ- 
ence in political es 
atmosphere be- f& : 
tween London 
and Geneva is 
‘as profound as 
the difference in 
climate. 

| The League of | 

Nations first | 
met in Geneva 
full of hope and 
e athesiecte CHURCHILL 
idealism. Pacifism and disarmament 
were the main themes of the Lea- 
gue, but the outcome of the millions 
of words spoken on these topics was 
|the most cruel and destructive war 
jin history, 

VERY DIFFERENT is the mood 
| of the UN® delegates now meeting 
/in London. They have no illusions 
of eternal peace and a Golden Age. 
\Instead, after the experience of the 
last twenty-five years, they have a 
conviction that the only hope of 
| preventing war lies, not in eloquent 
|speeches and lofty ideals, but in 
solid, practical arrangements. 

The League of Nations failed to 
function because, in the beginning, 
both the United States and Soviet 
Russia were absent from its de- 
liberations. If the League had re- 
stricted its activities to Europe, it 
might still have done useful work. 
It broke down and became dis- 
credited when it attempted to cope 
with problems in the Far East, and 
Abyssinia which its incomplete 
membership made it incompetent 
to tackle, 
| THE UNITED Nations Organiza- 
tion has a tremendous advantage 
over the League in that both the 
United States and Russia are foun- 
der members. There are other ir- 
provements in actual structure and 
organization, The Security Council 
provides what should be an effec- 
tive mechanism for dealing with 
aggressors. Instead of illusions of 
pacifism, there now is determina- 
tion to maintain peace by force if 
necessary. Hitler’s attempt to con- 
quer the world was based not so 
much on his faith in the strength 
of Germany as on his knowledge 
of the weakness and unprepared- 
ness of Britain and France, and of 
the isolationism of the United 
States and Russia. 


With all the great powers includ- 
ed in its membership, UNO is 
genuinely a world organization. If 
its members live up to their under- 
takings and commitments there is 
}/no reason why an effective rule 
{should not be established which 
would be equally respected in all 
the countries of the world. It was 
a favorite theme of Litvinov's that 
“peace is indivisible.” This is 
truer than ever today, as the world 
is continually shrinking. 
| THOUGH THERE may still be 

special occasions calling for meet- 
ings of the Big Three or Big Five. 
it is very much to be hoped that 
such discussions in the future will 
be conducted largely through UNO. 
If it is to be an effective organiza- 
tion, it must discuss the largest and 
most burning topics. It would stul- 
tify the whole concept of UNO and 
| rob it of its moral authority if vital 
topics were to be settled else- 
where, with its delegates left to 
discuss merely routine, academic 
matters. 

The way to make a success of 
UNO is by giving it responsibility, 
with the great powers showing that 
| they have respect for its authority. 
To say this is to be reminded at 
;once of the most serious flaw in 
|the new machinery—namely, the 
| veto power of the Big Five. If the 
j veto is exercised by any of the 
great powers in a purely selfish 
way, then UNO will be strangled at 
|birth, On the other hand, if the 
great powers set an example by 
|submitting themselves to the 
opinion of the majority, even when 
their own interests may be ad- 
|versely affected, they will not only 
|make a success of UN), but also 
jwill increase their owa authority 
and prestige among the countries 
of the world.

New Era Born 
As First Atom 
Bomb Dropped 


When the first atomic bomb was 
dropped on Japan a new era was 
opened to the world in the pro- 
duction of power. The bomb used 
for destructive purposes was a 
demonstration of a hitherto unused 
energy field which opened im- 
mense possibilities to the world in 
potentialities for peaceful use, ac- 
cording to Dr. E. H. Gowan, depart- 
ment of physics, University of Al- 
berta, in an address to the banquet 
of the eighth annual course for 
the Land Inspectors’ and Appraisal 
Institute, which is being held here 
for three days ending Friday.

Your Baby 
And Mine 


By MYRTLE MEYER ELDRED 

The baby who is taking an artifi- 
cial formula, or the nursing baby 
whose mother’s diet may be lack- 
ing in sufficient vitamin C, both 
need the anti-scurvy influences of 
fresh orange juice, tomato juice or 
ascorbic acid. 

The average formula for the baby 
is composed of either pasteurized, 
boiled, evaporated or dried milk, 
because milk in these forms is 
safer and more digestible. But they 
de lack enough vitamin C to pro- 
vide baby with his daily require- 
ments. 

ORANGE JUICE should be the 
juice of naturally ripe, sweet 
oranges. The fruit should be cut, 
squeezed and strained at the time 
the baby is to be fed, not before, 
If only half of an orange is used, 
as might be when the baby Is first 
introduced to the juice, then cover 
the unused half of the orange with 
wax paper, store it in a cool place 
and squeeze as needed. 

The baby may have a teaspoon 
of the juice, diluted with a like 
amount of water and this amount 
may be increased slowly until baby 
can take, between any feeding, as 
much as two or three ounces of the 
juice with or without dilution. 

(Ff THE BABY shows a chronic 
disturbance because of the juice, 
tomato juice may be substituted | 
(not prune juice). This means the | 
juice of sun-ripened tomatoes, or

The tomato juice one buys for | 
adults is too highly seasoned for |
